Bible on Records 


A complete recording of the Old and 
New ‘Testaments of the King James 
version of the Holy Bible on 169 long- 
playing phonograph records has been 
completed by the American Foundation 
for the blind. Accomplished with the 
financial assistance of the Library of 
Congress, the American Bible Society 
and the New York Bible Society, the 
“talking” Bible will be available to 
sightless people through 27 regional li- 
braries operating departments for the 
blind. The volumes will be loaned to 
hearers without cost or postal charges. 

The recordings are played on special 
low-speed machines, the type used for 
other talking books for the blind. These 
machines are loaned free of charge by 
the Library of Congress through its re- 
gional libraries. Information regarding 
the branch libraries and the Bible re- 
cordings may be obtained by writing 
the Division for Books for Adult Blind, 
Library of Congress, Washington 25, 
D.C. —Pathfinder. 


U.S. Fliers Converted in South Pacific 


Seven United States Navy fliers were 
converted by South Sea Islanders, form- 
erly heathen, on a South Pacific Island. 
The narrative is a thrilling record, show- 
ing how God is using strange and won- 
derful ways to reach men for Christ. 

These fliers had been shot down in 
combat’ with the Japanese. Three of 
them reached an island after two and 
one-half days at sea.

“What man knoweth the things of 
a man, save the Spirit of man which 
is in him? Even so the things of God 
knoweth no man, but the Spirit of 
God.” —1 Cor. 2:11. 


We have in this world different kinds 
of life. We have plant life, which is 
a life of its own. There is a life there 
that is different from animal life. The 
blade of grass doesn’t understand any 
other kind of life. Because it is of a 
different realm, it cannot understand 
the things of the animal world, and so 
the animal world is different from the 
world of man. I do not care how much 
the evolutionists try to tell us we came 
from a common stock, there is a dif- 
ference. All the scientists in all their 
search have never been able to bridge 
it. They can call it the “missing link,” 
but they have never been able to find 
it, and they never will, because there 
is a difference between the animal world 
and the world of man. One animal per- 
haps understands another animal, es- 
pecially one of its own kind, but it 
doesn’t understand man. Who can “un- 
derstand the things of man save the spir- 
it of man that is in Him’? Man has a 
spirit that no other living creation has. 
Man was made in the image of God.

breadth. The thickness of the wall is 
given to be 144 cubits, which is equiva- 
lent to 216 feet. ‘The city measures 
twelve thousand furlongs. The length 
and the breadth and the height are 
equal. There are eight furlongs to a 
mile. Taking this as a basis, we will 
find that the height, length, and 
breadth of the city is 1,500 miles each 
way. Think of a city with a height of 
1,500 miles! This city has twelve foun- 
dations (floors) each being separated 
by a distance of 125 miles. There is 
nothing said about elevators or stair- 
cases there. They have no need of such, 
for they that dwell therein will be equal 
unto angels. The second floor would be 
out of the sight of the natural eye. 


Each floor, or foundation, bears the

name of one of the twelve apostles of 
the Lamb. 

For a time I had considered the city 
to be rather small for the saints to dwell 
in eternally, but when I became awak- 
ened to what God had really prepared 
for them that love him (I John 14:2, 3; 
I Cor. 2:9, 10) I was lost with amaze- 
ment. That you might get a glimpse of 
the immensity of our heavenly habita- 
tion we hereby set forth in figures a 
slight estimate of its magnitude. Were 
that city divided into rooms one mile in 
length, and one mile high, and one 
mile long, it would contain three billion, 
three hundred and seventy-five million 
rooms (3,375,000,000), each room con- 
taining the space of one cubic mile!

membership now stands at 7,984,944, 
an increase for 1943 of 145,639 over the 
previous year. Ihe number of active 
ministers is 25,265 with 5,970 super- 
annuated and supernumerary members 
of Conferences, and 1,280 chaplains 
serving with the military. Fifty ministers 
are duly elected Bishops of the church, 
effective and retired. 

Methodists gave $37,931,579 to min- 
isterial support in 1943, an increase ov- 
er 1942 of $2,588,738. A total of $9, 
201,040 was contributed last year to 
World Service and Conference benev- 
olences, another big increase of almost 
two million dollars. The church has an 
investment of $701,947,576 in church 
buildings and parsonages.

One of the most astonishing features 
about such a place is the time it would 
require to visit, or to go over that city 
visiting each room separately. If we were 
to begin at the formation of Adam to 
go through the city, spending one hour 
in each room for twenty-four hours a 
day, at the end of 6,000 years we would 
only have visited 52,570,560, leaving 
3,322,529,440 rooms yet to be gone 
through! This calculation includes all 
the leap years that occur in 6,000 years, 
deducting the century year when there 
is no leap year. 


To bring the calculation down to a 
smaller point let us give one minute’s 
time to visit each room of the above di- 
mensions, and at the expiration of 6,000 
years one would have visited 3,154,- 
233,600 rooms, leaving 210,766,400 
rooms yet unentered. By the time one 
would have completed his circuit and 
returned to the point from which he 
had started “old things” will have be- 
come “new.” When we carefully con- 
sider these things we are struck with 
astonishment and are compelled to ex- 
claim in the prophetic words, “What 
hath God wrought!” 


But shall we stop here? No! Let us 
look again. To be confined to the city 
alone would seem sufficient to absorb 
our time throughout eternity. How lit- 
tle could we see in one minute of a 
room a mile cube! But that is not all, 
for we are told that there are gates on 
the east, on the north, on the west, 
and on the south; so that when we shall 
have tired beholding the things within 
the walls thereof, we shall have perfect 
liberty to soar away through unlimited 
space and feast on the handiwork of 
our great God forever.and forever; and 
that throughout ages to come He will 
continually show unto us the exceeding 
riches of His grace, in His kindness 
toward us through Christ Jesus our 
Eord.CEph.. 2:7) 

Oh, the depth of the riches both of 
the wisdom and the knowledge of Ged! 
How unsearcheable are His judgments, 
and His ways past finding out!

A Chaplain’s Work 

Army Chaplain Donald F. Lehmann, 
serving with the Infantry, is a busy man. 
Chaplains get right out with the men 
during maneuvers as well as in the bat- 
tle area, so they partake of the physical 
stress and strain and development that 
prepares soldiers for the war fronts. 

Along with these activities during 
one month recently, January, Chaplain 
Lehmann conducted 21 services which 
included six Sunday morning worship 
services, six Sunday evening worship 
services, seven weekday evening services, 
and two weekday evening prayer serv- 
ices. And also visited a military Protest- 
ant service of his regiment. This besides 
the pastoral work of a chaplain, includ- 
ing 365 contacts with enlisted men, 90 
conferences and interviews, 11 letters 
written for enlisted men, 16 individual 
prayers with soldiers while on maneu- 
vers, 1 song service on maneuvers, dur- 
ing a break, and 9 Testaments distribut- 
ed during personal contact. ‘Twenty-five 
days were spent in the field with maneu- 
vering troops. 

The facilities provided for a chaplain’s 
work include pyramidal tents in which 
to hold services, an office equipped with 
desks and tables in pyramidal tent. 
Transportation is available upon request. 

The religious percentage of the per- 
sonnel of his regiment is: Protestant 
63%, Catholic 31%, Jewish 1%, no de- 


nomination 5%.

STUDY IV 
(Continued from last issue) 
CHAPTER 3 


IV. A Seven-fold Heated Furnace Rendered 
Ineifective by the Interposition of 
Miraculous Power 


Verses 19-25. ‘The king was furious 
He was not accustomed to having hi: 
laws disobeyed or his authority called 
into question. He had promoted these 
three Hebrews at the request of Daniel, 
and because they had displayed unusual 
mentality “in all matters of wisdom and 
understanding,” so that the king had 
“found them ten times better than all 
the magicians and astrologers that were 
~ in all his realm” (1:20). But now his 
attitude toward them changed; he or- 
dered that the furnace be heated seven 
times hotter than it was wont to be 
heated, indicating, it would appear, that 
his wrath was seven times greater than 
it had ever been and that in the heat 
of his anger he had temporarily lost his 
last vestige of common sense and was 
completely dominated by that spirit of 
senseless tyranny that often character- 
izes men of inferior moral development 
when they find themselves placed in 
a position of prominence and power, 
prominence they are unworthy of and 
power they are utterly unfitted to wield. 
The furnace was thus heatéd at the 
king’s order, and these three fearless 
captives were thrown therein, “bound in 
their coats, their hosen and their hats, 
and their other garments”; they “fell 
down bound into the midst of the burn- 
ing fiery furnace,” and “because the 
king’s commandment was urgent, and 
the furnace exceeding hot, the flame 
of the fire slew those men that took up 
Shadrach, Meshach and Abednego.” It 
would appear that the destruction of the 
lives of these men was ordered by God 
that the king, and all the people, and 
all succeeding generations, might see 
that He who miraculously preserves His 
own who trust in Him metes out divine 
judgment to those who, in order that 
they may save their lives, allow them- 
selves to be implicated in criminal con- 
duct that their own sense of what is 
just and right must tell them is wrong 
and therefore worthy of divine censure.

How marvelous was the preservation 
of the lives of the faithful three! ‘They 
had dared to believe God; they had re- 
fused to compromise; they had preferred 
to die, if necessary, rather than sin; and 
their faith “quenched the violence of 
fire.” If faith can do that—and it can 
do it, for it did it—faith can do anything. 
It “laughs at impossibilities, and cries, 
‘It shall be done!’” 

V. A Sovereign Convinced Temporarily of 
the Superiority of Jehovah to the Heathen 
Deities 

Verses 26-28. The evidence of the 
ability of Jehovah to preserve His faith- 
ful worshipers was so outstanding that 
it would have been utter foity for any 
person acquainted with the facts to call 
it into question. The miracle was not 
performed in a far-off corner of the em- 
pire, and then reported by a man or 
group of men whose reputation was in 
question or whose word was doubtful. 
“The princes, governors, and captains, 
and the king’s counsellors, being gath- 
ered together, saw these men, upon 
whose bodies the fire had no power, nor 
was a hair of their heads singed, neither 
were their coats changed, nor the smell 
of fire had passed on them.” 

So convincing was the evidence that 
Nebuchadnezzar “spake and said, Bless- 
ed be the God of Shadrach, Meshach, 
and Abednego, who hath sent His an- 
gel, and delivered His servants that 
trusted in Him, and have changed the 
king’s word, and yielded their bodies, 
that they might not serve nor worship 
any god, except their own God.” It 
does not appear that Nebuchadnezzar 
recognized Jehovah as the only God, but 
simply as one among many gods, but 
superior to others. He was still a poly- 
theist. 

VI. A Decree Designed to Glorify God, But 
Unreasonable and Without Divine Sanction 

Verse 29. The king appears to have 
been determined to be a_persecutor. 
First, he purposed to persecute those 
who refused to worship his image, and 
then, having seen the marvelous mani- 
festation of Jehovah’s power in presery- 
ing the faithful three in the midst of 
the fire, he purposed to persecute any 
who might say anything amiss against 


that God who had so marvelously pro- 
tected His own. It is folly to force peo- 
ple to serve God or to refrain from any- 
thing amiss against Him. The purpose 
of the king may have been commend- 
able; it was designed to glorify God, but 
the decree was unreasonable; it did not 
have the divine sanction, and the pen- 
alty affixed to its violation was in itself 
an evidence that the character of the 
king was unchanged; he was the same 
unmerciful tyrant he had been at the 
time he issued his decree requiring all 
his subjects to worship the golden image 
he had set up. 

VII. A Deserved Promotion Which in This 
World Is Very Rarely the Fruit of 
Uncompromising Fidelity to God 

Verse 30. “Then the king promoted 
Shadrach, Meshach, and Abednego, in 
the province of Babylon.” They had 
been set over the affairs of the province 
prior to this time; now they were pro- 
moted. It pays to be true to God, to 
possess and manifest an uncompromis- 
ing spirit. But such reward as came to 
these faithful ones does not always 
come to the uncompromising heroes up- 
on earth. But if it fails to come on earth 
it will come after a while when life up- 
on this planet shall have come to a 
close. The faithful are to be rewarded 
throughout eternity; it will be an ever- 
lasting reward. That the reward may be 
ours we can afford, if need be, to suffer 
a while. “If we suffer we shall also reign 
with Him” (2 Tim. 2:12). That -will 


surely be sufficient compensation. 


The preservation of Shadrach, Me- 
shach, and Abednego in the burning 
fiery furnace. is to be regarded as a type 
of the preservation of the faithful rem- 
nant at the time of the end. Read Rev. 
7:1-4; 14:1; Zech. 13:8, 9.

We are being pressed into 
grooves. The world is mob conscious. 
Individuality is being supplanted by 
crowd psychology. More and more we 
do as the mob does, regardless of the 
kind of influence by which the mob is 
swayed. 

The newspaper advertisements and 
the styles capitalize on this mob psycho- 
logy. In the mad rush toward universal- 
ity of ideas and modes of living, in- 
dividuality and personal conviction is 
sacrificed. “Everybody’s doing it” is the 
slogan that even Christians use to justify 
their worldly ways. We must participate 
in order to be in the swim. Yet all his- 
tory teaches that the majority has near- 
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ly always been on the side of unright- 
eousness. 

Many professing Christians today are 
accommodating themselves absolutely 
to the mood of the multitude, without a 
thought of the will of God. Oh, the need 
for youth who will show the world 
what they have found in Christ. Who 
will dare to do the will of God regard- 
less of the crowd? 

In these days of radio communication 
popular opinion may change over night. 
Political leaders are as fickle as the wind. 
There are few who have deep-seated and 
unchanging motivations. The mob can 
be swayed in most any direction by radio 
oratory. The mob may love a man today 
and hate him tomorrow; pat him on the 
back today — stab him tomorrow. It will 
cry hosanna on Sunday and crucify a 
man on Friday. 

If the crowd hates you today as a 
Christian, remember they do it because 
you are striving to conform to Christ 
rather than the mob. Remember the 
words of Him who was nailed to the 
cross by that same hate: “Blessed are ye 
when men shall hate you and when they 
shall separate you from their company 
and shall reproach you and cast out your 
name as evil for the Son of Man’s sake. 
. . . Rejoice ye in that day and leap for 
joy, for behold your reward is great in 
heaven, for in like manner did their 
fathers unto the prophets.” 

Mr. Christian, if you are the world’s 
“good fellow,” you'd better find out 
why! True followers of Christ are of 
necessity a separated people. “The world 
hath hated them because they are not 
of the world,” said our Lord. Those who 
stand with Christ are bound to be in the 
minority. That is the price of knowing 
Him, “whom to know aright is life 
eternal.” That’s the price of taking the 
hard right rather than the easy wrong. 
Being among the minority is the price 
paid for seeking the will of God in all

In nor- 
mal times, this is a great asset, but with 
gas rationing, it sometimes becomes a 
problem. However, where there is a 
will and a desire, there is usually a way.

“Believing that the only way to 
change five talents into ten, and two 
talents into four, is by putting them 
into active service, the Sectional Chair- 
man has the C.A.s take as much of the 
meeting as is possible. 

“Desiring to do a work of lasting 
benefit in the different churches visited, 
we hold a great open-air service before 
each rally. When the town or city where 
the rally is held, sees fifty young people 
singing the praises of their Saviour, it 
takes notice. When they hear the young 
people in such numbers testifying to 
the power of Christ to keep from a life 
of sin, there is something that helps 
them see that it’s real. In the last street 
service, a sailor boy was attracted, came 
to the church, heard a stirring message 
by the young people’s president, Robert 
Carrington, and with four or five others, 
came down to give his heart to the 
Master.”

of your life. Christ has a plan for your 
life, friend, and hurrying along with 
the mob will never help you to find that 
lan. 

Mark the fact that the mass mind to- 
day is utterly stupid. It is selfish to the 
core. Its textbook is customs and creeds. 
It revels in the cheap and the ordinary. 
Its books are the movies. Its pleasure is 
the sensual. Its literature is the news- 
paper and the pulp magazine. It feeds 
on radio sensationalism. It craves the 
tinsel, the tawdry, and the low. It thrives 
on the crash and bang of jazz and swing. 
It relishes the stimulus of its own Saint 
Vitus dance. It travels at a terrific pace 
— going nowhere. 

Any Christian who stops to think 
should know that no truly great men 
are the products of this mob spirit. ‘The 
world’s greatness is measured by au- 
thority and lordliness. Divine greatness 
is a meek and gentle influence. It is felt 
in the loneliness of the back side of the 
desert. It is seen in the life that has 
sought and found the will of the Lord: in 
the one that realizes that God has a 
greater purpose for his life than SELF 
success and following the mob. 

Oh, Christ Ambassadors, don’t follow 
the mob. Its morals, its fashions, its cus- 
toms are all corrupt, and they lead away 
from God. “Come out from among them 
and be ye separate.” “Enter ye in at the 
straight gate.” Dare to be a Daniel and 
stand out alone, if need be, against the 
ungodliness of the mob. “When in 
Rome do as the Romans do” was no mot- 
to for Daniel. Daniel was no mob chaser. 
He did what God would have him do, 
whatever the cost. 

God give us more Christians today 
like the three Hebrews who refused to 
identify themselves with the mob, 
though it meant being cast into a fiery 
furnace. They demonstrated that the 
approval of God is worth more than all 
the plaudits of the world. 

The mob first called Paul a god, then 
pelted him with stones. How wonderful 
that the love of Christ constrained him 
to stand alone and witness in the power 
of the Spirit! The mob smashed the 
body of Stephen with bricks, yet his 
spirit went home glorifying his Master. 

Do not forget that the mob which 
would lead you in your thinking and 
acting today is the same in spirit as that

Mr. Gilbert refers us to the ieee of 
the front lines in this war; the bloodshed 
and the loss of life. ... BUT: C quote 
from Dan Gilbert’s ibalak pages 9, 10, 
and 11.) “So far the NewS and Japs 
have not succeeded in invading America. 
No enemy bombs have slaughtered the 
innocent in our city streets. No enemies 
have invaded the homes of our people 


= to corrupt the girls and young ' women of 


our nation. 

“But, Neterheles the agents eae CO- 
workers of the eee ee hin 
our gates—have carried out a blitzkrieg 
against the purity and chastity of Ameri- 
can youth.

“From Louisiana: ‘Alcoholically and 
sexually intoxicated girls on the night 
prowl, have required the hiring of extra 
law enforcernent officers in leading 
cities. Moral lawlessness is at its high- 
est point in history.’ 

“From Washington D.C. comes this 
report by one of the nation’s best au- 
thorities on juvenile delinquency: “This 
is the over-all picture for the nation’.” 

“Our casualty list for teen-age girls 
has past the million mark. 

“This is what happened since Pearl 
Harbor: ‘Teen-age girls lured into vice 
and immorality: 1,100,000. 
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“Teen-age girls afflicted with social 
disease: 300,000.

again to the Father, and they had tar- 
ried before God, when the day of Pente- 
cost was fully come the Holy Ghost 
was poured out upon the waiting disci- 
ples, and somehow they received a reve- 
lation of Christ that they had never 
known before. They had walked with 
Him for three years, and now came a 
revelation that was far beyond anything 
they had ever had before, and it was 
that revelation that made Peter able to 
say, “Silver and gold have I none; but 
such as I have, give I thee: In the name 
of Jesus Christ of Nazareth rise up and 
walk.” What was it that gave Peter that 
courage? It was the revelation of the 
Holy Ghost, of Christ the Son of God 
in all of His power, and of the mighty 
moving of the Spirit of God; and he 
somehow realized that in that name of 
Jesus there was power to heal the man 
that was born lame. 


We find that the Apostle Paul re- 
ceived a revelation of Christ on the 
road to Damascus. He was going to put 
the holy men and women into prison, 
but you remember the light showed 
from heaven. He fell down in the dust 
of the earth and heard the voice of God 
speaking to him. You will remember 
that he was led into the city and God 
told Ananias to lay hands upon him 
that he might receive his sight, and he 
was to receive the Holy Ghost. And that 
Saul of Tarsus who was changed into 
the great Apostle Paul, was willing to 
lay aside fame, and had to be let down 
in a basket to escave his late compan- 
ions. Paul was willing to stand before 
kings and give testimony of the saving 
power of Jesus Christ, that Christ had 
saved his soul, transformed his life, and 
taken him from darkness into light, and 
given him the inheritance among those 
who were sanctified. 

I think our greatest danger is that we 
fall into the habit of taking the things 
of God as a matter of course. It is the 
Spirit of God that will take these things 
and will make them real to us and help 
us to act on them. I read in my Bible 
that “Eye hath not seen, ear hath not 
heard, neither hath it entered the heart 
of men the thinos that God hath pre- 
pared for them that love him.” 

This is true for the man or woman of 
the world. He says “Heaven is all right. 


I hope I will get there by and by. I am 
in no particular hurry. I am going to 
live my life here and trust that it will 


work out in the future.” That is the _ 


fleshly viewpoint. By the Spirit of God 
and the power of the Holy Ghost in 
our lives, the things of heaven become 
real. The spiritual understanding brings 
to us the great value of spiritual things. 
The world is striving after the natural 
things today perhaps as they have never 
striven after them before, but we need 
to get the Spirit of God, and the things 
of heaven will become more real to us 
than the things of this world. The 
things that are seen are temporary. 
They are all right to have, but they are 
not going to do us much good in eter- 
nity. Eternity stands before’ us. It is 
only the Spirit of God that can make 
the things of the Spirit real. ‘The things 
that are seen and are temporary are go- 
ing to pass, but the spiritual things will 
last forever. We can sell our souls for 
a few pieces of silver, but when the 
time comes to die these things are not 
going to mean much. 


We read in the 14th verse of the sec- 
ond chapter of First Corinthians, “But 
the natural man receiveth not the things 
of the Spirit of God, for they are foolish- 
ness unto him; neither can he know 
them, because they are spiritually dis- 
cerned.” Perhaps you do not feel that 
you understand the spiritual things as 
you would like to. Do you know why? 
Because you are not as spiritually mind- 
ed as you should be. If you are letting 
God have His way in your life, the 
things of the Spirit will mean something 
to you. If you are living in the world 
and your mind and your beliefs and 
all your hopes are set upon the things 
of this world, even though you are a 


Christian, you are not going to have — 


very much understanding of the things 
of God. 


We need the Spirit of God to make 
the things of God real to us. You may 
study about the things of God, you may 
have a theoretical understanding and 
have a philosophy of life and still miss 
God entirely.
